valuation of its property on an origi- 
nal cost basis was unlawful. 

The commission valued the prop- 
erty at $35,734,883.07. The valuation 
was based upon an original cost 
plan using the average cost of labor 
and macerials during thé five-year 
period immediately preceding the 
war, 

Contentions of Company. 

The e-mpany. -ontended that the 
valuation should have been $11, 
521,639, based upon the present cost 
of labor and materials. The ite 1s 
in the valuation of the company and 
of the commission were identical and 
the only issue involved was the 
proper formula for fixing a rate- 
malLing valuation. The 7-cent fare 
order of the commission was based 
upon thelr valuation. The company 
asked for an injunction on the 
ground that the commiseion’s order 
would not yield a return on the true 
valuation and therefore was confisca- 
tory.

ELLIS MURDER TRIAL 
IS SET FOR JAN. 3 


Judge Hartmann Delays Case 
Until Christmas Week 
Has Passed. 


The trial of Albert Ellis, 21 years 
old, for the murder of Miss Edna 
Ellis, 18, his former fiancee, whom 
he has confessed he killed with a 
razor the night of Nov. 4, will begia 
Jan. 3 before Judge Hartmann, in 
Circuit Court for Crimina) Causes, 
Division No, 12, the case having been 
assigned to that court today. 

Judge Hartmann announced that 
he would have started the trial Dec. 
27, but conformed to a sentiment not 
to hold murder trials in Christmas 
week. 

No jurors in the Ellis panel will 
be excused for business or other rea- 
sons, except sickness, Judge Hart- 
mann announced. 

Theodore Young, 17 years old, of 
133A East Grand avenue, took detec- 
tives toda: to the spwt where nhs 
found the razor blade believed to 
have ben used by the murderer of 
Miss Ellis. In his confession Elis 
s: id he threw the blade awny about 
two blocks south of the place where 
the mu -der was committed. Young 
today said he found the blade on te 
lot where the girl was killed and 
pointed out the exact spot where he 
picked it up. 

The blade and the white handle 
from which it was broken was taken 
to the Ellis home today. Mrs, Marie 
Ellis, mother of the dead girl, couid 
not identify it as one owned by Ells 
when he boarded there.

HERE was a festival of music able. Thureday. Nov. 4. on way from St. 
T yesterday afternoon at the 

Odeon, where Director Max Zach 
and the remodeled Symphony Or- 
chestra presented the first regular 
program of the organization's for- 
ty-first season. Their appetites 
sharpened by a seven-months’ fam- 
ine of symphonic music, some 1500 
men, women and children fed with 
all their ears upon the prepossessing 
fare set before them. This consisted 
of Schumann's radiant “Spring” 
Symphony, Weber’s melodious over- 
ture to “Der Freischuetz,” and two 
works new to this city-——Cesar 
Franck’s exquisite Symphonic Vari- 
ations for pianoforte and orchestra, 
and “A Pagan Poem,” after the 
Eighth Eclogue of Virgil, by Charles 
Martin Loeffler of Boston, surely the 
most learned and imaginative talent 
now addressed, in this country, to 
musical composition. 

The last, by virtue of its remarka- 
ble merit, its virtuoso performance 
by the orchestra and its dynamic in- 
terpretation at th» hands of Direc- 
tor Zach, proved easily the feature 
of the program, which is to be re- 
peated tonight. Virgil's poem pic- 
tures the magic incanations and rites 
by which a Thessallan sorceress 
seeks to draw back to her side a 
lover who has deserted her, and 
through the texture of enchantments 
runs a refrain, seven times repeated, 
“Draw from the city, my songs, draw 
Daphnis home.” 

The witch burns resinous twigs 
and frankincense upon her accursed 
altar; her songs have power to draw 
down the moon from heaven and to 
burst the cold snake asunder in the 
meadows; she sprinkles barley meal 
and kindles brittle bay twigs with 
bitumen; she cooks herbs and pols- 
ons under whose spell men become 
wolves, and plunge into the forest, 
and which have power to call up the 
souls of the dead from their graves. 
At last the embers on the altar blaze 
into flame of their own accord, a 
dog barks in the doorway—and 
Daphnis stands before the enchant- 
ress.

ternational marriages which have proved a dismal 
failure. The fact that this union continued for nearly 
25 years may seem to indicate a greater measure of 
success than is usually associated with these mar-| 
riages, but the divorce came after many years of un-, 
happiness and seems to have been decided on as a 
last resort. :
